It was then Shreve- 
porters, students, adminis¬ 
tration. and faculty mem¬ 


bers decided it was time to

Byrd back as "The School 
Right on Line."

In the year nineteen hundred and 
eleven the first issue of the year¬ 
book was printed at Shreveport 
High School. It was called the Gush¬ 
er. The students named the book 
the "Gusher” in reference to an ex¬ 
isting oil well nearby. The first edi¬ 
torial staff left a note saying that 
one day, they knew that the gusher 
would become an important part of 
many people’s lives. When Shreve¬ 
port High became C.E. Byrd in 1925, 
the student body decided to keep 
the same name for the yearbook. 
The first issue of Gusher at Byrd 
was issued in 1926. There was no 
Gusher published in 1942, 1943 or 
1944 because of a paper shortage 
during World War II. In 1955, the 
Gusher was dedicated to the first 
leader of the school, Grover C. Koff- 
man, who spent thirty-six years as 
principal. In the year of the bicen¬ 
tennial. 1976, a special observance 
of the 50th anniversary of the 
school made the Gusher unique. The 
1988 Gusher was also interesting be¬ 
cause of the emphasis on the Ulti¬ 
mate Reunion. In honor of our 75th 
volume, we have placed a special 
emphasis on the history of the 
Gusher and BHS. We’ve got a tough 
act to follow! 



From Past To Present 











The doors of C.E. Byrd High 
named after Clifford Ellis Byrd, 
opened October 1925. The school 
was being refurnished and was not 
ready in September. Citizens of 
Shreveport called the school the 
’’million dollar high’’ because build¬ 
ing costs were extremely high. 
Many people thought that the archi¬ 
tect, Mr. Edward Nield, Mr. Byrd, 
and Grover C. Koffman were 
’’crazy” because they decided to 
put the school so far out of town in 
the middle of a field. These three 
men worked closely together and 
did much of the planning for the 
school. At first Byrd housed the stu¬ 
dents from the entire city of 
Shreveport. Since cars were not 
common among students many 
walked or rode the trolley to school. 
In fact, the parking lot was made of 
red clay, and on a typical day, no 
more than six cars were parked in 
it. There are many interesting facts 
about early Byrd High School. There 


were no art, music, band, or JROTC 
classes and most students took a 
math, history, science, English, and 
an elective. Years ago, a large swim¬ 
ming pool was installed to provide 
recreation and exercise for stu¬ 
dents. It was closed in the early 
thirties because new schools did 
not have the funds to build pools. 
The school had a large stadium that 
had a capacity of 8,000 people. 
Many events including football 
games and graduation took place in 
the stadium. During the late thirties 
the school’s curriculum was en¬ 
riched by art, vocal music, orches¬ 
tra and band. These classes became 
very popular. In the I940’s numerous 
graduates and students were called 
to fight in World War II which left 
the school with a smaller student 
body. In 1946, the school board ad¬ 
ded 12th grade to High School to 
coincide with the national trend. 
Before Jr. High’s were created in 
the early 50’s, eighth grade stu¬ 


dents attended those schools. In 
1956, the gym area was developed. 
This area housed a boy’s locker 
room, music and band rooms. In 1956 
Mr. Koffman resigned and Mr. J.H. 
Duncan became principal. Mr. 
Charles Ravenna was first assistant 
principal. Mr. Duncan served 
through the ”glory days” of BHS 
and resigned in 1970. At that time 
B.L. Shaw became principal and held 
that position for sixteen years. In 
1984, the math/science magnet pro¬ 
gram originated with a few stu¬ 
dents participating. Since that time 
the program has had steady growth. 
In 1986, Ms. R. Lynn Fitzgerald be¬ 
came principal of the math/science 
program. Roy Thomas also became 
assistant principal of discipline. 
Traditionally, Byrd had learned 
from the past, participated in the 
present, and looks forward with an¬ 
ticipation into the future. 
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
